secretary. Mr. Marietta said that he 
/elt sure the Governor would consent 
to officially open the big show, and an- 
nounced that Representative Chas. P. 
Hood would leave today to confer with 
Mr. Pennypac,ker and request his at- 
tendance. 


Another feature for the celebration 


which was practically decided is the 
training of a chorus of between 1,600 
and 2.000 voices to sing National airs 
on tho Library grounds at some set 
hour. This was spoken of generally 
among the members of the committee 
and Mr. Rutsek of the Music Commit- 
tee announced that his committee had 
already planned the chorus us a feat- 
ure of their part of the work. . 


President Marietta has taken it upon 


himself to furnish the feature of the 
third day at the celebration. He stat- 
ed Wednesday night that it was an 
automobile parade in which he prom- 
ised to have at least 50 automobiles. 
These automobiles were to be used to 
carry the older residents oE the town 
and formur residents who were visiting 
the city to points of interest. The au- 
tomobiles are to be used for this pur- 
pose throughout the entire day, be- 
sides entering tho parade.

board, commission, tribunal or agency. 
But when it -undertakes to do this it 
mustltake heed lest It undertake to 
do it In such a way as to delegate 
legislative authority and thus make 
Ita effort 
unconstitutional and 
un- 


availing, for it will 'bo conceded that 
it is unconstitutional for congress to 
delegate legislative power." 


He pointed out tho departure in em- 


i 
powering 
the 
Interstate 
commerce- 


commission to decide what shall be 
reasonable rates, saying: 
"It is In 


contravention of 
our legislation to 


confer judicial powers upon the legis- 
lative department or to confer1 legls- 
latlvs powers upon the judicial de- 
partment or to confer either of these 
powers upon 
the executive 
depart- 


ment." 


He laid down the rule of the courts 


to be "whether or not the pa-rty on 
whom the' authority is conferred

eritrusteil with any discretion to make 
the law; If so, the statute is uncon- 
stitutional. 
Discretion 'may be

lowed as to its execution, but none as 
to what tho law shall be."

Platt Would Amend Canal Bill. 


"Washington,
